' ture, whereof there are as many tragical inſtances againſt Your Ma- | 
jeſties own Family and Perſon, within freſh memory ( and to be 
made out by new proofs out of their own mouths and Records, Td 
nced ) as againſt any other of Gods Anointing and Appotntment. 

Your Grandfather King Tames, though he eſcaped their Powaer, 
is well known not to have eſcaped their Poyſon. Your other Grandia- 
ther, Henry the Fourth of France, was baſely and villainouily ſtabbed 
in the Heart, which he had defigned and bequeathed after his death 
unto them, notwithſtanding all the Indulgences and Immunities rhat 
the heart of man could wiſh or deſire, which he had granted them 151 
his life. Who beſides theſe, were the firſt Authors and contrivers of 
the late unnatural War, by their known diabolical art of inflaming 
Parties and Paſſions againſt cach other, and of Your Royal Fathers 
unſpeakable Sufferings and barbarous Uſage ? It was theſe that bronght 
Him to His end, and flouriſhed Swords, and triumphed over his dead 
Body, whom they durſt not approach when living. What ſhall 1 fay 
of Him who then cryed out, Now 3s the Enemy of God and of his 
Church fallen? I believe Your Majeſty hath been well-informed of the 
Trayterous Executioners, but hardly at all of the Putney-*rojeFors, 
who were in moſt, 1f not all the Councels that contrived his ruine. 
What broke the Uxbridge-Treaty, but the Romzrſh Intereſ# and Policy? 
Who continued to baffle all deſigns of peace and lertlement to this 
Nation, and proſperity to Your Majeſties Family, bur thoſe Incendia- 
ries? It may not be inconvenient to remind with what zeal and in- 
tereſt they did perſwade the Scots in 1650, to impoſe that upon Your 
Majeſty which Your Royal Law hath forbidden others ; for the ef. 
feing whereof, ſome Thouſands of poungs were ſpent and given by 
them. After Your Majeſties eſcape at Worceſter, how did they, above 
all men, endeavour to betray and ſacrifice Your Majeſty into the 
hands of Your Enemies? And who was it that was to pay the Thou- 
ſand pound promiſed for Your being diſcovered and taken, but Father 
Joſeph Simmonds, and Father Carleton Compton, both Jeſuits? It's true, 
that one or two of the Romiſh perſwaſion, amongſt many loyal and 
faithful Proteſtants, male and female, might then have contributed to 
Your Majeſties deliverance : But have not ſuch been well leſſened 
and reproached, and called Fools by their own party for this grain of 
Loyalty, more owing to their Engliſh Blood than Romiſh Prin- 
ciples ?

Who 
more ditheartned theLoyalty and patience of your beſt Subjedts, than 
their confident Scriblers, Yhzte and others? And Milton was a known 
frequenter of a Popiſh Club. - Who more forward to fet up Crom- 
well, and to put the Crown of our Kings upon his head, than they ? 
Give me leave to tell Your Majeſty,that his new-fangled Government 
was contrived by a Popiſh Prieſt, and Lambert, a Papiſt for above 
theſe Thirty years. Who betrayed Your Majeſties Secrets and Coun- 

cels during your Exile, but they, even the Benedi&ine Monks, where- 

of a whole Convent was maintained with a large Annuity by the late 


Ulſurper for ſuch uſe and purpoſe? And he * that was caught and + Manning. 


execured by Your Majeſties Juſtice for ſach treachery, was of the 
ſame Red-Letter, and had Maſſes ſung for him after his death, as an 
uſual Reward and Plaiſter. After Your Majeſties eſcape from Eng- 
land, what promites did they make to Cromwell, to perſwade the 
French King for Your baniſhment out of France? and what intereſt 
they made uſe of 1n order thereunto, can be made appear to their 
diſgrace.

How little therefore the Criminals concerned in this Plot deſerve 


from Your Majeſty, the World will better jadg, if they will bat 


conſider how graciouſly Your Majeſty hath dealt with them, and con- 
nived at them, while the rigour of the Law was let looſe upon Your - 
other diſſenting Subzeds, who yet continued more quiet and loyal 
under their Preffures and Provocations, than theſe under Fayours and 
Carcſles. Hath not Your Majeſty hazarded the hearts and aftections\ / 
of Your beſt Subjects, and much of Royal Honour, in appearing for/, 
the late Indulgence with fruſtration, to win and oblige, if poſlible, 
theſe everlaſting holy Cut-throats ? 

But what Arguments of Clemency and Grace can perſwade them 
to be true to their Natural, who profeſs Allegiance out of Conſci- 
ence to a Foreign contrary Soyeraign ? Or how can Your Majeſty ex- 
pett Truth and Sincerity, where Treaſons and Lyes are virtues and 


| merits ? They are by an orderly Conſpiracy wholly governed by 


Prieſts, their Prieſts by their Biſhops, and their Biſhops by their 
Popes; the ſum of whoſe Religion, or ungodly Ambition rather, 
or 


br that whick we call Popery, conſiſts, in a word, in an Antichriftian 
pretence of a Fifth Monarchical Soveraignty 0ver all the Kings and 
Princes of Chrifteadom, as is of late irretragably demonſtrared by tlie 
Right Reverend and Learned Biſhop of Lincoln ; PH 305 008 higher 
 Uſaurparion upon Chriſts eternal and peculiar Soveraignty over mens 
hearrs and judgments, as is likewiſe evinced by another worthy Pen 
and Suffierer, tn his Treatiſe of the right Soveraign of tbe beart. 
They therefore that brutiſhly and traiterouſly ſurrender their Sonls 
over into implicit ſlavery to an Impoſtor, what Allegiance can they 
reſerve inviolable with all ſober and true Chriſtians, either to King, 
or Chriſt, or Conſcience ? 

I queſtion not, Great Sir, but that he in whoſe hands are the hearts 
of Princes, will in rime fully convince Your Majeſty of all their un- 
worthy principles and practiſes, and of my integrity too, how firange 

Hoever ſome open or ſectct Papiſts, whom time alſo may diſcover, 
have endeavoured to repreſent me.

And next to Chriſt and the Truth; I ſhall with the utmoſt of breath 
and power, according to my Oath and Duty, in what place and ſta- 
tion ſocver 1 am, endeavour to be found eyer loyal and true to Your 
Majeſty in all Your Rights and Honours, as all good Subjeas and 
Chriſtians oughr, and as I find this Noble and Loyal Parliament are 
reſolved tobe to an hair, or an expreſſion; and therefore cannot for- 
bear to pray to God out of my fincerity and zeal for publick Peace 
and Concord between King and People, That ſeeing Your Majeſty 
muſt highly truſt ſome or other for Your necetfary eaſe and help, 
that God would pur it into Your Majeſfties heart more to traft and 
rely upon Your Two Houſes of Parliament (who will be moſt true 
ro Your Laws, and conſequently both ro You and Your people) than 
to any fingle Miniſter or Miniſters whatſoever, unaccountably, who 
may pretend to more Loyalty, or more comply with any humour, or 
baman frailty of Your Majeſties,but are not true friends either to Your 
Majeſty, or their Countrey, or themſelves therein ; but erc& and 

preter an Imperial Paramount ſelf.end, or luſt, before all; which Your 

Majeſty by their Art muft be brought unworthily to ſerve and pro- 
mote, to publick diſturbance always, and the confuſion of them- 

ieives and their poſterity, moſt an end, by Gods juſt venge- 
ance. 
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It's a falſe ſuggeſtion which ſuch Tempters uſe, That a King that 


rules by W:H, is more Great, or Glorious, or Strong, than a King that | 
rules by Law, The quality of the Retinue beit proves the State of the 
Lord ; the one being but a King of Slaves, while the other, like God, 
15 a King of kings and hearts. No Priuce was ever more ablolute 
ro have what he wiſhed,than Queen Elizabeth,who wiſhed for nothing 
more than the Fubjeas Rights and Welfare. 


Your Majeſty being ſo often marked out for deſtruction by theſe 
Conſpirators, is, and ought to be as great a proof and demonſtration 
to Your people, That the Papiſts themſelves hold You not their iriend, 
as any Ad of Parliament againſt Tongues ; bur eſpecially Your ge- 
nerous Reſentment and proportionable Royal Indignation againit 


theſe Aſaſinates of Your Perſon, and Deſtroyers of our Cities, Mur-

they were given to underſtand, that Four Triſh Jeſuits had 
undertaken the death of the Duke of Ormond; and that up- 
on his death, the Tiſh were ready to riſe. In this Letter 
he told them, that a Legate was arrived in Jreland, and had 
aſlerted the Popes right in that Kingdom ; and that the-Kings 
of England being no longer ( atholiques, they did ceaſe from 
being concerned there; it being given to .them during the 
good pleaſure of his Holimeſs; and therefore did incourage 
the {aid Arch-Byhop to contrive and uſe all means for the 
recovery of the ſaid Kingdom. out. of the hands of the Eng - 
liſh. And in the faid Letter it was mentioned, That if. op- 
portunity did not permit the ſaid Jeſuits to do their bufinels, 


that then they ſhould ſend one Doctor Fogarthy, now lodg- 


ing at Mrs. Simmonds, the Widow of one Simmonds an Apo- 


thecary in-Drury-Lane, and thar he and the Fathers in Ireland; 


together with the ſaid Fogarthy, would find out an expedi- 
ent way for the death of the. faid Duke. And further- 


more 
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' more ke did ſpecify, that they had procured "M eral Tiſh to 


be made Commiſſion - Officers in the Garriſons in beland 
and that he and the reſt had difpenced with them to take 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy. And that the 7 4h 
who had gotten Commiſſions by means of the 4ch-Bi ſhop, 
had promiled to betray their intereſt into their hands, when 
the biel ſhould be ripe; and deſired the Fathers to be 
as diligent in Exelad, as he :nd the reſt of the Clergy 
were in breland: Is Letter John Kemes did ſhew the De- 
ponent, and was read by the Deponear: - . And Arives and 
Blundel gave him an account of the Conſult ; and the id 
Fogarthy did himſelf tell the Deponent the fame ; and on the 
ſaid Twenty firſt of Auguſt, did lay, Thar he had a creat in- 


rereſt 1 in_the Court of Ireland.

That the Deponent being to meec with Dr. Tonge on 
the 22th of Auguſt, at the Kings head in Grays-Inne- lane, 
about fix of the Clock at nighr, accordingly went ; and fin- 
ding that the ſaid Doftor was not there, he walked in 
Grays-Inne-walks, and there he met with Coniers, who was 
ſuppoſed to be gone tro Windſor. The Deponent asked 
him, how it happened thar he did not go his Journey ? he 
replied, that his horſe fell ſo lame, that he could ſcarce 
carry him five miles on the way, and ſo was forced to re- 
turn 3 and that he himſelf was taken ill with the Sciatica, 
which had given him great trouble ſor all the nighe be- 
fore.

_ the Wind blow up-the River ) is to begin at a place ncer 


Bugbies-hole or Limehouſe-hole, and is to be carried on by 
four men ( of whom they had made choice ) to Wapping 
middle-ſtairs, and then four or five more were to carry it 
up higher. And the Deponent found himſelf, with ſeven 
more , ordered to ply about the Armitage and his buſt- 
nels was to encourage the ſeven men committed to his 
care ; and for his reward One thouſand pound was therein 
promiſed him , beſides Eighty pound for his former ſervi- 
ces.
